Accordingly, I have directed the military Services to Integrate 
then with present intelligence staffs, although their working tine 
would be devoted primarily to the production of national Intel- 
ligence Surveys.

taining the production of national Intelligence Survey* on a regu- 
lar basis, undininiehed by flnetuatien* in the world situation which 
result in heavy desands upon its Intelligence agencies.
